IN VICTORY GARDENS 


That the school children of the city 
are wide awake to the needs ,of the 
nation in regard to food stuffs, and 
are planning to grow "Vjietory gar- 
dens on an extensive scale was dem- 
onstrated during this past week to 
the chairman of the Garden commit- 
tee, Walter Helms, who made a per- 
sonal visit to all. the school buildings 
of the city, and gave a ten minute-talk 
to the children along these lines. 
Many of, them 
asked 
intelligent 


questions in regard to growing pota- 
toes and sweet corn, with all the an- 
xiety o f - farmers g-rowing- a crop and 
everywhere enthusiasm was manifest- 
ed and deep anxiety was shown con- 
cerning- these matters. . 
Mr. 'Helms did 'not visit the high 


school or the Vocational school .as 
Professor West has kept in touch with 
the pupils in these buildings alone 
these lines 
He did not. try to give 
the children anything but a1 simple 
little talk to awaken their interest and 
prepare them for the sale of the pen- 
ny packages of seeds, which are to.be 
sold by the committee from the Wo- 
men's Federation next week. 
. . . 
The collection which the women are 


preparing- includes six 
varieties 
of 
vegetables, of -which 
three, 
lettuce, 


radish and beans are tor siim'mer use, 
and three, onions, beets and carrots 
can be used for winter vegetables The 
flower seeds include three o£ the fra- 
grant kinds, pinks, candytuft and mig- 
nonette, and three of the bright col- 
ored varieties, 
nasturtiums, zinnias, 


and marigolds.

most of these varieties of vegetables 
and flowers, which -were mounted in 
a convenient way to show the chil- 
dren, and he i confined his attention 
mostly to specific directions regarding 
the culture and habits of these var- 
ieties.

parochial schools', talking- : to

children. He was greeted every- 
where with the greatest courtesy by 
the teachers in the different buildings, 
and was especially struck with the 
efficient manner in which the chil- 
dren can be .gathered . together at a 
•moment's: ;nbtlce; -,for_. any .important. 


While'tne children of all the schools 
showed they were "interested and wet- 
taking in what was said,

Helms was particularly impressed b 
the way the pupils of the .Luthera 
parochial school took notes on the in 
formation, given them.

Impressed him, was that, in the St 
Patrick school when .he entered th 
room, every pupil rose and stood a 
attention, until they were told to 
seated.

holesome as coffee. 
It is not quite 
stimulating as coffee, and of course 
ot so nourishing

coffee 
with 
cream. 
When ono uses tea or coftee 


or milk or-water to wash down hcfll- 
'mastlcatocl morsels of food 
then the 


drink does harm by delaying diges- 
tion. 
But this is not true when the 


liquid Is taken separately as a bever- 
age 
As a beverage with tho meals or 


before or after the food any ot these 
liquids will aid. digestion, 
provided 


y°Tca stimulates the body as crbffee 
does, though less strongly than coffee. 
It !« probably moro frequently abused 
than coffee.
